The Smoke Clears 

Soto thai the S'alioiial Student Peace Petition has been pre- 
sented to ParliiimenI we feet tltat a few final words on the snbject 
wiît not be out of place. M'c Iwve received a great i^any interest- 
ing letters on this topic. Some of them have been favourable — 
some definitely unfavourable. Among this latter class we received 
a 'dare.' to publish the results of the Petition, both at McGilt and 
on the wlwk. Judging by Ihe. allilude of some of our corres- 
pondents we believe that, in some ouartcrs, there is n definite, op- 
position to the idea of the Petition. It was claimed thai Ihe Peti- 
tion was merely the blathering of a feiu loud-mouthed radicals. It 
has been claimed that the Peace Petition is anti-lirilish and that 
it was useless. 

In Ihe first instance we wish to point out that the right of 
petitioning Parliament is one of the oldest rights enjoyed by Itri- 
tish subjects. If all the ancient Ihitish I'rlilinns had perished 
u>hen first conceived the country we lire in would be far from 
wlwt it is today. 

The charge that the pelilion wa.^ the work of a few Iniid 
mouthed radicals, and not of interest to the general student body 
has hern belied by the fact that it was signed by over seven hun- 
dred students at McGilt, u<ell over a quarter of Ihe total registra- 
tion. This argument is further belied by the fad that Ihe peti- 
tion was signed by over thirteen thousand students from all .sec- 
tions of Canada.

We feel thai by featuring Ihe Pelilion the Daily accomplished 
three things. ^'Irslj. we carried. In //.^ logical ronclnsion, the re- 
sults of the all Canadian I'nirrrsilii Prc^s survey we conducted 
in the autumn. .Second: by co-operating with the French speak- 
ing Universities in this instance wc helped to build up an under- 
standing between them and the English speaking section of the 
community. This, wc feel, is essenlially important. Third: luc 
presented the whole question of War and Peace to the students of 
.McGilt and the raunlry. We are not the judges of whether the idea 
was right or wrong, that is up to yon. What wc did do was make 
people think and discuss this all important question, Tlte results, 
wc feel, have justified our efforts.

'■pHE presentation of 'J'. P. Kiiot's 
poetic drama, ".Murder in Ihe 
Cathedral", at tho Church of the 
.Messiah last Sunday, by the Every- 
man Players proved to be somc- 
wli.it di.sippointins. Fiorii what I 
had heard of the productions in 
New Yoi'-k and I^ondon, 1 h.id e.\- 
pcctcd a rather more effective dra- 
ma than the one I saw last Sunday. 
That the play failed to live up to 
expectation wa.s due partly to 
faulty dramaturgy-, and partly to 
poor acting. 

The trouble with most play- 
wrights who have a message , . . 
be it. social, moral, or, as In this 
case, sinr.Uinl . . . i.s lii.it ihe plny- 
wrighl too often is apt lo b; car- 
ried a«ny by his own fervor and 
consequently the truly dramatic '

Call To Action 

WHY don't you do something? Such is 
the cry raised by students- themselves 
apainsl many of their own societies,^ and 
sucli is the key-note of nnicli criticism 
leveled nsainst universities by the com- 
munity at larse. It would be folly to deny 
the truth of the criticism: too rarely are 
Canadian students found actually doing 
something constructive. 

An important project for concrete ac- 
tion, on as large a scale as possible, by 
Canadian students along soundly construc- 
tive lines has been announced. A National 
Conference of Canadian University Stud- 
cnts is to be held at Xmas 1937. 

But, it will be objected, a conference is 
of .slight valite, it can do nothing. On the 
contrary it can do much. By its achieve- 
ments it can be an effective answer to 
criticism. It can begin to meet some of 
Canada's many needs and to solve some of 
the problems. Moreover it can help to over 
come some of the difficulties of the uni 
versities themselves. 

The first and most obvious objective 
of a National Student Conference would be 
unity. Not since 1926 has there been a 
national gathering of .students to make 
possible the exchange of ideas and the de 
velopmcnt of understanding that should be 
continually happening between the diverse 
universities of Canada. We are all aware 
that our existence as a nation is threatened 
, , . J ■ il • , 1 I'jy sectionalism. There is an urgent need

Icctual world and has plodded . along Canadians and to face common problems 
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the path of determined private thought. 
But his reasoning is jerky, and his mental 
interests have not yet accumulated a weight 
of stability. The modem era has forced 
him to more severe terms with life than 
his father or grandfather ever had to face; 
and he is a firmer individual for it. Quite 
franWy he admits to himself the lack of 
positive values in life, and his search for 
ihem goes on under a variety of differeftt 
guises that are constantly misinterpreted 
by men of another generation and very 
often by his own. His disillusionment has 
of late years been touched with more than 
the mere glamour of youth, — it has felt 
he burning power of some deep-rooted con- 
'iclion that eventually man triumphs and 
that triumph is over himself. 

For him the existing religions hold little 
brief ; he quarrels not with their existence 
but with their nature. Morality, too, he 
recognizes, vaguely, to be too often a con- 
ception of evil entirely at odds with the 
state of oiir civilization. He desires to 
lant his feet on the soil of his own dis- 
^ovci-ies, his own opinions. He must reach 
his own Darien, seek out his own Pacific. 
At bay, he turns oh life with a ferocity 
that astonishes. Out of the flux of his 
youth emerges the gi'anite of critical in- 
dividualism. • But in how many cases that 
individualism is tainted by the overwhelm- 
ing environment in which he has his being! 

If he works well, he works on his own. 
He gains little or nothing from lectures. 
They ai-e the summer winds of his mental 
equipment, and it is but in the grip of 
winter that he realizes any strength. 

His attitude towards sex is at the same 
time dispassionate and animalistic. He 
sees the god of sex as a Janus; and ac- 
knowledges him as such. He believes in 
the eternal beauty of it, and the impossible 
monotonous evil. They are the two elements 
that make possible a sane existence. 

Above all else, for all the openness of 
modern living, he is essentially a man of 
rigid loneliness, of planned and cherished 
loneliness. He senses the enormity of his 
enterprise, the power that is his in piloting 
his own ship through forlorn seas. Into 
the sunset he goes, the horizon an intense 



together. 

As .students we sfiould ask ourselves 
— what is a university for? Can the ad 
ministration improve the university? Can 
students? Clearly there are many ways in 
which students might implement the ful 
fillment of the purpose of « modern uni 
versify. 

Not only Canada, but society general- 
ly, is faced with many difficult problems 
of a social, political and economic nature. 
Serious consideration of these by Canadian 
students would contribute toward? their 
solution. As an important section of the 
population students should be aware of 
the nature of these problems and be will- 
ing to accept responsibility for overcom- 
ing them. 

Ways of 'being practical' are not con 
fined, as some students would. -have us 
think, to building machines or' moving 
mountains. There are far more important 
questions at present which demand our 
practical activity — in thought and in or 
ganization. If the proposed conference 
enables students to clarify much dt ^heir 
thinking, to express their opinion oil Cana- 
dain problems and to initiate activity 
along definite lines it will be eminently 
valuable. •

An ulr of 
suspicion pervades the whole situation. When you 
gaze Into sp.ace In a. desperate attempt to ronienibcr 
un answer, it la nothing If not disconcerting sud- 
dcDly to find the iiivliîlii'or ginrinif ul you, as if 
you wuro looking al the answer to your question over 
your neighl)or'8 shçulder. In H.V.C. such drastic 
slei)8 are taken to prevent any possible cribbing (for 
example, you can't even cony your Ink Into the exam 
In a boxL -iou l.avi. wrlllen tli« wliolc cniiruo on Ilia 
Inalde of tlie box l.d) that you almost feel you should 
cheat just to make the efforts Justified.

rnjecTive enough and one feels that 
Kliot l!i really confessing hia own 
fervent belief in the supremacy of 
Cod and the tangible representation 
of that'suprfmacy on earth , . . the 
Church. 

The unfortunate result is thai the 
first part of the play i» utterly 
sa tic and undraqiatic, and not even 
ths BUperb ppetry c«b whçily copn- 
Pfitsate for Its dullness as drama: 
but In the second part of the plaj-, 
when Eliot descends from the 
heights of hia' med eval mysticism 
and treats'' what should have been 
hia main theme',— the concrete pro- 
b'.fm çf thé conflict between the lay 
and spiritual worlds , . , the play 
becomes alive and intensely stirring 
a^ 'moments, ' With the entrance nf 
the r'baldly insolent soldiers of the 
king,' "Murder in the Cathedra'." 
ceases to be a rather boring sermon 
and becomes what it should have 
been in the first place . . . >. vivid 
drama. 

The king nould have Becket. the 
leader of the church in England and 
former pol'-iical ally of the S.aie, 
renounce his defiant and iincom- 
prising stand that "the Law of 
Cod is above the 1.aw of Man", aad 
become the ft^end, not the eijemy, 
of the Sta'tc. Becket'a uoawfrvtng 
loyalty. to"hI.V God and Church; the 
omlnoii.^ note of impending doom 
sounded by the chorus; tho en-
